and responsible sources it Is learned that

Flood placed a burial v.'tth any particular 
undertaker it was understood that he 
should receive one-tenth of tlie amount 
that the probate court authorized to be 
paid otit of the estate for the service, 
and the "commission" was always paid 
just as soon as the undertaker received 
his money.

Navarre's family were notified of the 
tragedy yesterday and are making ar- 
rangements to bring the body to Alameda 
for burial. His wife, an aged woman Who 
lias.spent the .greater .portion of her life 
at the side of her husband, was pros- 
tfateS at the liewa of his death and fears 
have been expressed as to her recovery. 
For many years Navarro was an em- 
ploye of the Powell-street powerhouse In 
San Francisco. He went to Napa on the 
prospect of an increase of salary, though 
this move prevented him from seeing his 
family more than once a week.
